wars. In recent weeks Quebec hostility to conscription has been 
made manifest by resolutions and condemnatory speeches. The 
attitude of that province on this question has certainly influenced 
the policy of the government, 


Premier King, however, did not positively eliminate any 
possibility of a conscription law, He said that as long as the 
bp government was in power such a law would not be enacted, 

ut if war occurs the chances are that an union government will be 
formed in Canada and it may well:introduce a conscription law. 


'. During the Great, War the conscription act passed by the 
union government under Premier Borden nearly caused a rebellion 
in Quebec. If another war should occur there is every reason to 
believe that the French Canadians would be just as strongly oppos- 
ed to the pais | of their man power. if open civil war broke 
loose in Canada on this issue it would be a tragedy indeed.
